I WANT TO THANK PRESIDENT SADAT AND EOREIGN MINISTER EAHMY 
EOR THE WARM RECEPTION WE'VE RECEIVED. I DISCUSSED WITH THEM 
TRENDS AND DEVELOPMENTS THAT HAVE TAKEN PLACE IN THE AREA SINCE 
MY LAST VISIT IN NOVEMBER. I SHALT. NOW GO ON TO SYRIA, JORDAN 
AND SAUDI ARABIA TO MEET WITH THE LEADERS OF THOSE COUNTRIES IN 
OUR CONTINUING EFEORT TOWARD ACHIEVING A JUST AND LASTING PEACE IN

WE HAVE ALWAYS BEEN WARMLY AND HOSPITABLY RECEIVED. THIS TIME 
WAS NO EXCEPTION. 

IN THE PAST FIFTEEN MONTHS, PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE TOWARDS 
ACHIEVING PEACE IN THIS IMPORTANT AREA OF THE WORLD. HOWEVER, 

A GREAT DEAL REMAINS TO BE DONE. THE MANY YEARS OF DISTRUST 
AND DISAPPOINTMENTS ON ALL SIDES CANNOT BE ERASED AT ONCE. 

INITIAL STEPS HAVE BEEN MADE AND THEY HAVE REQUIRED COURAGE AND 
GOODWILL FROM ALL COUNTRIES CONCERNED IN THIS EFFORT. I AM 
CONFIDENT THAT IT WILL BE POSSIBLE TO TAKE FURTHER STEPS TOWARDS

A VERY FRUITFUL YEAR - ONE WHICH HAS WITNESSED THE RESUMPTION OF
